1 . (Amended) A micro-transducer comprising: 
1 5 a first membrane; 

a second membrane comprising a first electrode, a second electrode, and a 
piezoelectric member disposed therebetween; 

a fluid-tight cavity cooperatively formed between the first and second membranes; and 
a working fluid disposed in the cavity, wherein the working fluid is a saturated 
20 mixture of vapor and liquid. 
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
